These separate motif*, as the 
French call them. are Just the designs 
of lace, without the filling, and they 
can thus be applied anywhere. 
Some 
of thftn look Uke figures in bas-relief. 
so rich and thick they are. 
There are grenadines, albatross cloths, 
liberty and several other kinds of light 
and youthful silken fabric* which are 
made up into the prettiest of frocks 
for evening wear. And all of these are 
white arid are to be trimmed with some 
kl ml of lace. 
I saw one dress for a 
young debutante made of white taf­ 
feta, with an overdress of white tulle, 
which is so very delicate and fragile 
a material that It will scarcely beer 
sewing 
Still it is so filmy and misty 
that it can be compared to nothing but 
the fog as it blows in from the sea. It 
Is too fragile for ornamentation save 
a few tucks along the skirt or on the 
flounces. 
This particular dress had a 
slip of taffeta, and the tulle skirt was 
made on the straight which means 
that it was gathered at the belt aud 
there were several tucks around the 
bottom just above the deep flounce. 
The waist, a semidecollete affair, was 
of the tulle, over taffeta, with heavy 
lace at the belt and shoulders. 
The 
sleeves were of tulle, shirred and fln^ 
isla-d at the elbows with deep ruffle* of 
the tulle, bordered with lace.

It should always be made of 
soft and flexible material, as It de­ 
pends mostly on its draping for its dis­ 
tinctive character. 
Where a lady likes white and yet 
feels that It Is rather too young or too 
volante for her age or requirements 
she can have It fairly covered with 
black lace. 
For this purpose no lace 
will do but chantilly. Black net, chif­ 
fon, silk mull aud tine grenadine are 
all seen among the prettiest of the new 
gowns. These may have a bit of vel­ 
vet here and there, where the dress re­ 
quires firmness.

Syracuse, N. Y., Jan. 2.—Mrs. Maud 
Kiehl and her mother, Mrs. Addle Fen­ 
ner. w'ere arrested at their home in 
South Onondaga yesterday by the sher­ 
iff of Cortland county on coroner’s 
warrants charging them with the mur­ 
der of William Kiehl. husband of Mrs. 
Kiehl. They were taken to Cortland. 
This is the outcome of the inquest at 
which evidence was produced tending 
to show that William Kiehl died of 
arsenical poisoning. 
This Is the second time Mrs. Kiehl, 
the eighteen-year-old country girl, has 
been arrested. 
Several months ago 
she was accused of poisoning Adam 
Kiehl, her brother-in-law, the theory 
of the prosecution being that she killed 
him to prevent his marriage to another 
woman. She was freed. The officials 
began an investigation into the death 
of the girl’s 
husband, who expired 
some time before his brother Adam, 
under almost similar circumstances. 
The result came when the warrants 
were Issued for the arrest of both the 
girl and her mother.

M ax Nordau Ixtoks This Way T hrough 
Sm oked Glasses. 
Vienna, Jan. 2.—In the course of an 
exhaustive review of the history of 
the world contributed by Max Nordau, 
the writer deeply deplores the growth 
of military imperialism in the United 
States and says that by the admission 
of the spirit of militaryism which was 
formerly rigorously excluded, America 
is raising obstacles to the entrance of 
emigrants whose only capital is their 
strong working arms. 
Speaking of the future of the new 
world, Nordau says the opening of the 
Panama canal under American owner­ 
ship will mark the beginning of a 
new epoch. 
The tragic stage of the 
world’s history which In ancient times 
centered in the Mediterranean and 
which moved in the naval ages to the 
Atlantic, will then be transferred to 
the Pacific ocean. At first the Anglo- 
Saxon element will seek to drive out 
the German and French flags floating 
over single points in the Pacific ocean; 
then ll ? struggle will be carried fur­ 
ther to the Asiatic coast, where Anglo- 
Saxons and Russians will have to de­ 
cide the momentous world question 
of whether eastern and southern Asia 
shall remain British o*‘ Russian. 
To 
this forecast Nordau adds: 
“One can only Imagine with horror 
what such a gigantic struggle of na­ 
tions and races will signify." 


Washington, 
Jan. 
2.—Last 
night 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt enter­ 
tained a number of friends at dinner. 
The state diningroom, newly finished 
and being more suited for such func­ 
tions than the private diningroom, was 
used for the occasion. 
Following the 
dinner the guests were given a box 
party by Miss Alice Roosevelt at the 
new National theater. 
President Roosevelt's New Year’s re­ 
ception was one of the most brilliant 
events in Washington’s recent social 
history. 
All callers had the opportu 
nity of greeting the president and Mrs 
Roosevelt and exchanging with them 
the compliments of the New Year. No 
distinctions were made except such as 
were rendered necessary in preserva­ 
tion of order, and the greetings extend­ 
ed to all—high and low, rich and poor 
—were alike cordial and sincere. 
The general public for the first time 
had an opportunity to see the widely 
heralded improvements in the White 
House—Improvements 
which 
when 
completed will have cost about $600,- 
OOO. In addition to a desire personally 
to wish the president and Mrs. RL se­ 
ven a happy New Year, hundreds 
persons were attracted to the recep­ 
tion by a wish to see the White House 
in its new and handsome interior fin­ 
ish and furnishing. 
To many who 
were familiar with the interior of the 
mansion as it was a year ago, the 
changes 
mad*- 
were 
a 
revelation. 
While, in a general way, the form of 
tho interior has been retained in beau­ 
ty and effectiveness, it is wholly differ­ 
ent. 
An hour before the time for the 
formal reception to begin the mansion 
was aglow with myriads of electric 
lights. To the brilliance of the great 
crystal chandeliers and the splendor 
of the new furnishings was added the 
beauty of the floral decorations .which, 
although few- as compared with those 
of previous New Year's receptions at 
the White House, were arranged with 
consummate art and effectiveness. 
Promptly at ll o’clock the trump­ 
eters of the marine band sounded a 
fanfare announcing the approach of 
the -president and Mrs. Roosevelt and 
the immediate receiving party. Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, with Mrs. Roosevelt 
on his arm. descended the main stair­ 
case and. passing across the main cor­ 
ridor and through the green room, en­ 
tered the blue room, where the guests 
w-ere received. 
Following them came 
the members of the cabinet and their 
accompanying ladies. 
The receiving 
party then enterer upon the duties of 
the day, and for several hours greeted 
the constant stream of callarg.

he served for twenty years.

The newspaper laws of Mexico arc 
very stringent, 
lf any person is men­ 
tioned in a new spaper article and feels 
offended about it, he can easily send 
the editor of the paper and tho writer 
of the article to prison. 
The state­ 
ments may have been far within the 
limits of truth and justice, but that 
makes no difference. 
The editor In­ 
communicado has a chance to think 
about tin' law, and the aggrieved per­ 
son smiles pleasantly. 
After awhile 
th? law gets In its work, the ease Is in­ 
vestigated, and the editor is punished, 
for even Hie tru th is libelous, and libel 
Is one of the offense's most severely 
condemned. 
According to the theory of the Mexi­ 
can law, every person has a right to go 
about entirely free from annoyance by 
other persons. 
If the person violates 
tLe law, Hic* new spaper has no right to 
lay so, 
It can lay information before 
the courts if it w ants to, but It must 
not say in its columns that it has done 
so. Then the* law will step in and take 
charge of the offender, but the repre­ 
sentatives of the paper will not be al­ 
lowed to attend the trial, and only the 
bare result, a fter weeks of waiting, 
can be told to the public. 
If the offense charged against the ed­ 
itor is regarded by the first magistrate 
to whom the complaint is m ade as be- 
I mr, especially grave, the paper is gen­ 
erally supprt sscd. 
The complaint has 
been received and passed upon. 
Then 
a squad of police descends upon tbs 
printing office. 
Sometimes all the em­ 
ployees are arrested, sometimes only 
the editor. 
Then 
tho doors of the 
building are closed, official seals are 
placcKl upon them, and a guard is sta­ 
tioned to see th at no one tries to en­ 
ter. 
For three days the editor can do 
nothing 
The laws under which lie Is 
arrested are modeled after those of the 
code Napoleon, and for three days he 
Is beld incommunicado, while the au­ 
thorities hunt up evidence. 
Tli«o be 
is given a nearing. 
In the meantime 
his paper lins been suppressed, and in 
m any cases it never comes to life again 
even though the editor may eventually 
clear himself of all blame.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.
